Press, Ltd.)—The Canadians during 
the last 12 hours have raided the 
German lines at seven places, gassed 
the enemy with thousands of lachry- 
matory and lethal shells, harassed 
him by special artillery shots, swept 
his trenches with machine guns and 
rifle bullets, and 
hammered his 


front line with trench mortars. 


In some of the raids sharp fight- 


ing developed, in one instance pro- 
tracted hand-to-hand fighting taking 
place, this struggle being so intense 
that the Canadians were unable to 
take prisoners. The seven raids to- 
gether netted five prisoners and two 
machine guns. Two of the prisoners 
have since died. 


From dusk until dawn-Nthe whole 


front has been lively, north and 
south of Lens. The ceaseless rumble 
of our heavies, which are neutraliz- 
ing hostile batteries by calculated 
and continuous gas-shelling, has been 
accompanied by the sharper chorus 
of our field artillery, carrying out a 
particularly harassing fire program. 
Periodically, our artillery fire has 
reached a barrage intesity in spite of 
raiding parties. 


Regularly the boche lines have 


been lit up with scores of flares b«*- 
traying the nervousness which has 
been produced among the enemy by 
such activity as he has not known 
on his front for weeks. The enemy 
has been forced to fire his guns un- 
der gas-clouds and in gas-masks. He 
has betrayed the effect of our tac- 
tics by the diminishing volume of his 
fire, but he has made answer to our 
general-raiding and gas-activities by 
projecting much tear-gas against our 
positions north of Lens. 


This projection was bigger in vol- 


ume 'than anything ever attempted 
against 
the

enemy. 
Its effect, beyond discom- 


fort, was slight. The weight of evi- 
dence gathered from enemy sources 
gives every ground for the belief that 
it must be far otherwise with the 
boche.

Holland's cabinet was in extra- 


ordinary session yesterday presuma- 
bly in connection 'with the kingdom's 
relations with Germany, which are 
reported strained. 


New thrusts on the western front 


by the Germans are still held in 
abeyance. 
Raiding activity has be- 


come more pronounced but the enemy 
apparently is not fully prepared for 
his nest blow. The allied forces are 
making ready their defenses and it is 
believed the Germans will not delay 
resumption of heavy fighting much 
longer. 


German raids on both the northern 


and southern battle fields indicate 
the enemy is feeling out his adver- 
saries, who realize that the longer 
the Germans hold off their new at- 
tack the heavier it is likely to be. 
Southwest of Tpres the Germans are 
massing large bodies of troops on 
the northern leg of the salient prob- 
ably in preparation for further at- 
tempts to overcome the Mount Kem- 
mel positions and outflank Tpres. 
They have carried out small raids in 
the vicinity of La Bassee and Festu- 
bert, where the southern leg of the 
salient joins the old battle line 
In 


the center the British have further 
improved their position around Ro- 
becq. 


On the Picardy battle field the Ger- 


mans show increased activity north 
of the Somme to Albert. This is at the 
base of the triangle whose apes is 
the juncture of the Somme 
and 


Ancre rivers, almost directly east of 
Amiens. 


It is not improbable that the Ger- 


mans may attack simultaneously the 
British lines in Flanders and those 
directly north of the Somme in an 
effort to wipe out the strong Arras 
position. 
Field Marshal Haig has 


held stubbornly to the Arras sector 
for a month and his line south of 
Albert has fought off numerous ene- 
my attacks since the first week of the 
offensive movement. 
South of the 


Somme the German artillery fire con- 
tinues strong on the Montd"idier-Xoy- 
on secor. 


The French airmen are harrassing 


the enemy by dropping many tons of 
bombs on his military establishments 
behind both battle fronts. 
In aerial 


lighting 37 German airplanes have 
been accounted by allied aviators. 


The Germans have not repeated 


their attack on the American lines 
east of St. Mihiel. General Pershing 
s understood to have reported to 
Washington that the American cas- 
ualties in Saturday's brisk fighting 
receded 200 and that those of the 
enemy were between 300 and 400. 


Fighting operations in Macedonia, 


although evidently not on a large 
scale are quite active. British, Ser- 
)ian, French and Italian troops have 
>een engaged with the enemy on the 
rront between Monastir and" Doiran. 
U Vetrenik the Serbians captured an 
mportant position from the Bulgar- 
ans and held it against a counter 
attack. The allied artillery has been 
Jnng heavily on the enemv posi- 
ions. 


Relations between Holland and 


3ermany are again reported near 
he breaking point and the situation 
s said to be looked upon with anx- 
<?ty >n official circles in London Ru- 
mors are current in the British cap- 
tal that Holland has been served

As soon as a woman indicates her 
desire to take up work on the land, she 
must submit to a physical examination 
In order that the committee may be 
sure that she is physically fit to en- 
dure the strain of farm work. She is 
also examined as to her personality, in 
order to determine whether she can 
get on with farm conditions. 


After she has been accepted, she is 
sent to one of the practice farms. These 
farms are of various tj pes. 
In some 
instances they are agricultural colleges 
that have been turned over to the 
training of women. In other instances 
the women are gathered together in a 
home and sent out to the neighboring 
farms to be trained 
by expeirenced 
farm workers.- In still other instances 
successful farmers have turned their 
farms over to the county organizations 
to be used in training women, the wo- 
men living on the farm and participat- 
ing: in all operations. During the train-

It hteld back the millions of our al- 
lies, until the collapse of Russia set 
free a million of men to be hurled 
at our front.

How China Will Benefit. 


The nations Interested in the Boxer 


indemnity who are at war with Ger- 
many and Austria have, with the ex- 
ception of Russia, agreed to the post- 
ponement of the amount due by China 
for a period of five years. Russia has 
agreed to remit one-third 
of 
the 


amount due to her. 
China thus gains 


the use of $100,000,000 for five years, 
and has the hope that the total amount 
may be remitted by and by. Whether 
the postponement will be an actual 
gain at this time is questionable, since 
exchange is 30 tremendously in China's 
favor. 
A more distinct gain, per- 


haps. Is the agreement of the allied 
powers to permit China to raise her 
customs dues to an effective five per 
cent As the present schedule of du- 
ties was compiled on - the basis of- 
prices ruling In 1902 In so far as Im- 
ports are concerned and in 1858 in the 
case of exports the present revenues 
should be almost doubled.—Far East- 
ern Review. 


Colored Snowstorms. 


Colored snowstorms were recorded 


as lone ago ns the sixth century, and 
a shower of red hail is said by Hum- 
holdt to have once occurred in Paler- 
mo. In Tuscany on March 14, 1813, 
there fell hail of an oranae color. In 
1803 red snow fell to n depth of over 
five feet in Carniola. Austria. Some 
of the scarlet snow was melted in a 
vessel and the water evaporated, when 
H fine, rose colored earthy sediment 
was found at the bottom.

"It Is Impossible for American wom- 


en to oversnpply the Bed Cross with 
Surgical dressings when there are 4,000 
military hospitals in France which 
need our help and ID addition the civil- 
ian relief stations and last, but not 
ieast, the new American army hos- 
pitals." 
.Mrs, Lathrop worked to supply 
(French hospitals with anaesthetics and 
bandages before the United States en- 
tered the war and before the Bed Cross 
(became a big factor in the situation. 
She explained the shortage of anaes- 
thetics and other supplies as follows: 
1 "When the Overmans Invaded France 
jto 1914 they occupied, and still hold, 
jthe main manufacturing districts ol 
•the country. With most of their f ac- 
jtories lost the French had to turn to 
the United States for hospital supplies. 
{The enormous number of wounded ex- 
Deeded their facilities and it Is true 
that some operations were performed 
without anaesthetics or surgical dress- 
Ings. 
. "Bubber goods 
especially 
were 


bcarce. Gloves made of French rub- 
ber split as soon as the surgeons tried 
jthem on. Hot water bottles broke at 
the first filling. In time we got enough 
rubber goods from the United States 
to improve the situation, but there is 
still acute need for all that possibly 
can be sent over-there." 


DIAMONDS IN TEXAS " 


Finding of Gems on a Ranch Causes 
' Much Excitement. 


Much excitement has been caused 


among the people of central western 
Texas over the discovery of gems, be- 
Ueved to be diamonds, upon a ranch 
JL8 miles, southwest.'of Sterling City. 
An account of the discovery is given 
j>y F. Kellls, count/ surveyor of Ster- 
ling county. He writes as follows: 


"About thirty-two^years ago a well 


driller encountered "a substance that 
tent his drill bit > 
r-0?he well was fin- 


ished and the driller, drifted away, 
bne day a cowboy picked out of the 
borings of the well some pretty rocks 
pnd showed them to a jeweler, who 
paid him $800 for one of them, a black 
stone. The cowboy some years later 
jmet the driller in Seattle, Wash. 


"They related to each other the facts 


labont the find. The driller told the 
jrtory to Chicago parties, who came 
here with the driller last winter and 
started a prospect shaft, following the 
bore of the welL The shaft-is now 
83 feet deep. At the start the forma- 
tion was conglomerate. At about 80 
feet a blue clay 'dope' was struck. In 
this formation they are taking out 
some beautiful pebbles. Some are 
black 'translucent, while others are 
white transparent and very hard."

CLAIM THE QUAKE 


CHANGED CONTOUR 


MOUNTAIN SUMMIT 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM! 


Los Angeles, 
Cal., April 23.— 


Stock-taking of the havoc wrought 
by the series of earthquake shocks 
which were felt in southern Califor- 
nia, western Arizona and Utah and 
which covered a period of 30 hours, 
beginning at 3 32 p. m., Sunday, 
strengthened today the belief that 
the disturbance originated in the 
granite backbone of the San Jacinto 
mountain, about 50 miles east of 
here. 


The greatest property damage oc- 


curred at San Jaeinto, which lies at 
the foot of San Jacinto mountain. „ 
Hemet. two miles from San Jacinto, 
suffered only a little less severely, 
but the destruction diminished rap- 
idly as the distance from that point 
increased. 


Much interest was aroused here 


by the belief of old residents of San 
Jacinto that the quake resulted in 
changing the contour of the summit 
of San Jacinto mountain. 
It was; 


declared that formerly the central : 
and northerly part of the peaks were ' 
higher and now the southerly peak 
appeared to be higher. 
, 


The total damage to property in 


the earthquake .zone is roughly esti- 
mated at half a million dollars. 
' 
The number of deaths as a result 


of the quake remained at two, and 
the injured at about 20.
